In Gallery XI will be shown in July a group of water-color 
sketches made in France by Rudolph Stanley Brown, which 
will no doubt be of special interest to his many Cleveland 
friends. To these have been added a few pencil sketches of war 
scenes by L. Harl Copeland, another Cleveland man, who made 
these charming little records of what he saw in battle-scarred 
France. 

In August the Print Room will be given over to exhibits of 
etchings by Zorn and Cameron. The Museum will be pleased 
to have lists from owners of such prints who would be willing 
to lend them for these exhibits.
